Our article based on Mr. Mackenzie's 
disgraceful declaration in the House 
that be advertised for tenders for rail-

Mr. Mackenzie held power that the 
solemn declaration was not made in 
the House that next season the Gov- 
ernment would be in a position to award 
contracts. Who could have imagined 
for a moment that the vast expendi- 
ture was hot' initiated with the best 
motives and the most honorable inten- 
tions 1 The organ exclaims that he 
(?arly discovered that Mr. jMacke.vzie 
was'a "charlatan and an imposter;" 
but our discerning contemporary must 
remember if was not very -long : i ago 
that be professed to discern in Sir John 
Macdonald the identical characteris- 
tics whicli he now ascribes to Mr. Mac- 
KEXZin? We remember how tivo or 
six year.^i ago the Utandard, whoso in- 
corruptible mind having been shocked 
by a perusal of the evidence! in ; the 
Pacific Scandal, raised its italics and 
exclamation points in denunciation of 
what it was pkase.l to call a disgrace- 
ful act of political dislionesty for which 
the Macdonald Government deserved 
to be driven from office. How Mr. 
DeCosmos, M. p., with iiis pure soul 
stirred to its inmost defiths by the evi- 
dence taken before the Eoyal Commis- 
Bion, declined to attend a Conservative 

• banquptgiven in honor of Sir John 
after his resignation — saying that he 
would be •' double blanked to blank if 
he was going to bo liitched to any 
blanked dead horse, and especially to a 
horse that had been killed while in the 
act of appropriating fodder that did 
not belonj^ to him." How the same 
gentleman at the celebrated banquet at 
Alhambra Hall "thanked God Sir 

. John had fallen," and ))redicted iiis fall 
would be a blessing to the country. 
Howv.tliCorgan:Iit»i;tily;end^ those 
uttpr'ances^ and never tired 'of referring 
to the Conservatives of Canada as the 
"railway charter-sellers" who had got 
their just deserts. Oh! but the organ 
will scjueak. Why go so far back ? Try 
us on our more recent record. See it 
you can find anything inconsistent in 
that for the past year and a-half. Very 
well, then, let us see how his record 
stands: In 1878 the Elliott Govern- 
ment were defeated because it was said 
they were lukewarm in jjressing the 
claims of the Island railway on the 
Canadian Government. It was a lie, 
of course ; but it was published by the 
organ and answered the ]iurpose. In 
October, 1878, Sir John Macdonald 
was returned by an almost unanimous

Mr. DeCosmos at Ottawa complains 
that the Government have deceived 
him ; our carpet-bag Premier is said to 
be returning disappointed ; . Sir John 
is not arlvocating separation and the 
organ is as quiet as a mouse that me- 
ditates a descent on a Stilton cheesc; 
There is no agitation for secession 
from that quarter now. Far from it. 
The organ has not ventured to express 
an opinion on the policy that has adopt- 
ed the Burrard Inlet route, and says 
nothing at all about the Island rail- 
way. " Now and then." To go back 
to the days that Lord Dufferin spent 
amongst us \ve find the Standard clam- 
oring for the road via Bute Inlet to 
Esquimalt or secession. When the steel 
rails were about to be moved in 1878 
it called on the people to resist the 
movement. To-day it says nothing, 
'•What can have brought about this 
astounding change? From a roaring, 
rampant, bouncing hyena the Standard 
has become a sucking dove with weak 
eyes and clipped wings ! In the course 
of a very few days the people shall see 
wh^t they shall see from that quarter.

able. The only hope for Washington 
Territory to grasp and control the 
wheat trade of its own section ' and 
Oregon is to attract the notice of East- 
ern capital to the unrivalletl har- 
bors which indent the shcre.s of Puget 
Sound, and to make it an object to the 
holders of that capital to construct a 
railway from Columbia river to Seattle 
or some other good port. With such 
a road in running order three-fourths 
of the shipping that now finds its way 
to Portland would resort to Puget 
Sound. What mukcB this lastdisastertbe 
moregiilling is that the bark was loaded 
with Washington Territory wheat, the 
shipment of which might easily be di-. 
verted to Seattle. We would impress 
upon our Puget Sound contemporaries 
the importance of directing the atten- 
tion of their puQplo to this unfortunate 
matter. Who is tho territorial repre- 
sentative at Washington 1 and why is 
his voice not heard in support of this 
great Echeme which is worthy tho at- 
tention of the foremost statesmen of 
the day? We cannot help tiiinking 
that if the wideawake Seattle news- 
papers would devote more time to 
pressing this matter on the notice of 
their readers, and less to working up 
the impracticable Death's Head or 
Sourdough route to the Skaget mines, 
they would confer a ble.ssing on the 
territory. In three or four years' time 
ships will load at Victoria with grain 
from the great interior of this Prov- 
ince, while Washington Territory — 
unless. heri,oitizen8:.8hould, bestir them- 
selves meanwhile^ — will continue to pay 
tribute to Oregon, and will continue to 
see about every fifth cargo of her wheat 
come to grief on the bar.

Chinese lady waS; .we|l . drefeed, ' and 
good looking. Her .- husbiahd; fearing 
that a general massacre was about, to 
take place in San Francisco, brought 
her here. 

About three weeks ago a Chinaman 
named Ah Hee arrived there from 
China with bis wife and children. So 
numerous were the stories he was told 
by his pig-tailed brethren that he start- 
ed at once for New York. A reporter 
saw Ah Hee and wife at 104 Park 
street yesterday and learned from 
them that they were well satisfied with 
New -York and would endeavor to per- 
suade San ■•^ranoisco-' Chinese to come 
east. The California movement is 
spreading terror among Cliinamen. 
They are arriving at the rate of about 
twenty a day, and some ^vrite back 
such favorable reports that others are 
ready to follow. The celestials have 
secured leases of nearly every store in 
the lower end of Mott street. 

A determined effort is being made 
by property holders in tho upper end 
of Mott street to prevent the colony 
from spreading, and to all oilers of 
high rents they give a stolid denial. 
They feel that if the Chinese get suf- 
ficient headway they will, take posses- 
sion of that quarter of the city. The 
tactics employed by tho Chinese to 
get possession of a house next door is 
to disgust the tenants who leave, and 
then they offer; to'pay a good sum in

She had been made fast during 
the previous day, to the fender piles of 
the wharf, and as the tide receded her 
lines slipped down; as it rose 
again during the night they 
held her fast, causing her to list over 
toward tho wharf and ultimately lo 
fill with water.
